President 
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Editorial 

Recently an editorial appeared in the AMA News advocating the crea¬ 
tion of County Medical Society Review Committees(l). The purpose of such 
a committee is to render an opinion as to the justification of a physician's 
fee that is being questioned by the patient's third party carrier. 

Apparently the insurance companies are avid readers of the AMA News, 
for our Medical Society has received requests to form a committee of this 
nature. The problem has been discussed at length by Council and an Ad Hoc 
Committee of Council members appointed to study the problem. 

The committee studied the problem and decided that a review commit¬ 
tee should be appointed. The Council was so advised and voted in the 
affirmative. The matter is to be brought before the Society for its opinion. 

Those who oppose the establishment of such a committee feel that this 
would lead to third party regulation of medical fees and interfer with the 
doctor-patient relationship and the fee-for-service type of medical practice. 
In other words, this would be one more source of control of medical practice 
by non-medical people. 

We believe that such fears are not justified. The AMA has approved this 
type of committee and has formulated guidelines for establishing them(2). 
It is pointed out in these guidelines that a review committee should not have 
disciplinary authority, it should have only an advisory role. It can only 
determine if a fee is realistic for the services performed. 

When a physician speaks of his "usual and customary fee", it is not 
the same as an insurance company offering to pay a fee that is usual and 
customary. The physicians fee may certainly vary above and below the 
average, whereas the insurance company is interested in the average fee. 
If a review committee states an opinion, it will help the third party to 
determine if the fee is average, and will be of benefit to the physician in 
that he will see his fee in relation to the average. What the physician 
ultimately charges is between him and his patient. What the third party 
pays is between it and the patient. 

We feel that it is encouraging that third parties involved in the financing 
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of medical care should come to us for advice, rather than somewhere else. 
Furthermore, we believe that if we do not give advice freely and in good 
faith, they will go elsewhere. If they do, this is when the non-medical control 
over medicine will come.

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REMINISCENCES OF 50 YEARS AGO 
By S. Q. Laypius 

The "River Bend Area" is a bare place now. The crowded decrepit 
houses, the old hovels, the swarming human beings are all gone. Anything 
might have happened there and often did. Gangland shootings, robbery, 
rape, and mugging were common. 

Yet life went on. There were marriages, births, celebrations and living 
as well as dying. Most of the people were poor and more or less honest 
and some were proud. 

In 1918 many of our doctors were in France and those left at home 
were overworked. People used to call the hospital at night and plead for 
a doctor. There were four internes at the Youngstown Hospital then and 
very little spare time but the callers offered money. So we internes got a 
bag and outfitted it with necessary supplies and when calls came in the 
intern who was not on duty would go out and make a call and augment 
his stipend of $10.00 a month provided by the hospital for "tobacco money." 

One night there was an urgent call for a woman in labor and a doctor 
not to be found. Prenatal care was unheard of then, Parturient women 
called the doctor when labor started. If doctor number one was not avail¬ 
able they called another. In this case no dcctcr was available. So they 
called the hospital. 

Would they send a doctor? Old S. Q. was young then and eager. Yes, 
he would come but he had no transportation. The anxious father said he 
would come for the doctor. 

He arrived soon at the hospital door with a horse and wagon. He was 
a rag man. Maybe you don't know what a rag man was. 

In the early 1900's there were many hucksters who combed the streets 
shouting their wares. Their cries were typical. The vegetable men cried, 
"Fresh vegatables and melons." The rag man shouted, "Rags, Rag, Old 
Iron", only it sounded like "Wrecks, Wrecks, oldarn." They would buy your 
old stove or mattress for a few cents. Now you have to pay to have them 
hauled away. 

This rag man was from the River Bend Area and he was most anxious 
to get back there quick with a doctor. I climbed onto the front seat of the 
spring wagon clutching the Bag and we started out to Oak Hill Avenue 
with the driver using the whip freely. 

Oak Hill Avenue is steep and as we turned down the hill the poor old 
horse tripped and fell down. 

A huckster's wagon had no dashboard to speak of, so we were both 
precipitated on top of the horse by the abrupt stop. There was considerable 
confusion, swearing, cursing and appeals to the Deity. 

We picked ourselves up, retrieved the precious Bag and helped the horse 
to his feet. We proceeded much more carefully to a delapidated house on 
Caldwell Street in time to deliver a baby boy. 

Afterward, the grateful rag man brought me back to the hospital as 
dawn was breaking, in time for a good breakfast and another day of hos¬ 
pital rounds, histories and physicals, but $25.00 richer. 

That is the way it was in 1918.

VOICE PAGE SYSTEM SOON READY 

The Medical Dental Bureau will have a new paging system ready and 
going by early November. It will provide the doctor with instant voice 
messages anywhere within a 20-mile radius of downtown Youngstown. 

Here's how the system works. A call for the doctor comes into the 
Medical-Dental Bureau message center. An operator there will relay the 
message by radio to the doctor. She does this by pressing buttons on a 
control console to transmit radio code signals to the individual radio receiver 
carried by the doctor. Then she speaks into a microphone and gives the 
actual message. 

The person being contacted hears an alerting tone from, a small transis¬ 
torized unit which he carries with him. The unit is so small that it can be 
carried in a pocket or clipped to a belt. Having heard the tone, he then 
presses a button on the unit and hears the voice message. The system con¬ 
tacts only the person for whom the message is intended. The doctor then 
has received the complete message without having to rush to a phone to 
find out why he is wanted.

THIRTY YEARS AGO —NOVEMBER 1938 

Our Society hit the jackpot that month. Just read the imposing list of 
new members: Herman Ipp, G. E. DeCicco, Herbert Hutt, John Renner, Barclay 
Brandmiller, Joseph J. Sofranec, William E. Sovik and Alexander K. Phillips, 
all outstanding members. 

The weekly lectures on "Treatment" by the Cleveland Clinic group were 
being published in condensed form in the Bulletin. Speaking on "Coronary 
Thrombosis Carlton Ermestene said "After the pain and initial shock have 
been controlled, the majority of patients reguire little medication." Anti¬ 
coagulants were not used those days. The most valuable mercurial diuretics 
used for congestive heart failure with edema were salyrgram and mercupurin 
given intravenously. They were quite painful given intramuscularly. Theocin 
was given by mouth in doses of 5 grains 3 times a day for three or four days 
followed by a rest period (to let the stomach quiet down). 

Dr. J. H. Talbott of the Massachusetts General Hospital addressed the 
Society on 'The Use Of The Chemical Laboratory In Diagnosis And Practice 
Of Medicine . Dr. Talbott led the group from, the Harvard Fatigue Labora¬ 
tory whose research work here in Youngstown in 1934 solved the problem 
of heat cramps in the mill workers. Dr. Talbott is now Editor of the Journal 
Of The AMA. 

TWENTY YEARS AGO —NOVEMBER 1948 

A leading article in that issue was written by John L. Scarnecchia on 
"Retrodisplacements Of The Uterus". Dr. Scarnecchia received word in Octo¬ 
ber of his election to fellowship in the American College of Surgeons. 

Dr. Bryan Hutt passed his examinations successfully and was accredited 
by the American Board of Pediatrics. Dr. E. R. McNeal opened his office 
for the practice of internal medicine. 

Dr. W. H. Bunn was elected President and Dr. R. B. Poling Vice President 
of the new Youngstown Heart Association. 

Dr. W. J. Flynn became an active member of the Medical Society. 

TEN YEARS AGO —NOVEMBER 1958 

Editor Morris Rosenblum wrote: "The premise that physicians should 
adhere exclusively to the practice of medicine is outmoded. A doctor, like 
every other professional, business, trade or industrial worker has a debt 
of responsibility to take an active interest and working part in Civic and 
Community affairs". 

Councilor Gustafson wrote: "Our Bulletin should be a medium to let 
members know what is going on. After reading the proceedings of Council 
I know very little more than if I had not read it. For instance, I'd like to 
know about the proposed venereal detection program and what we were 
asked to approve. I'd like to know what the Polio Committee has to report. 
What did the Pre-school Health Committee report? What are the arguments 
for and against hospital clinic space for electric shock treatments?" 

Frank Gelbman had a very informative article on the Dangers And Com¬ 
plications Of Hypnosis. 

The Polio Committee (Dr. Delfs) submitted a detailed report on the use 
of Salk Vaccine. Council endorsed the report and forwarded it to the Board 
of Health for action.
